On 
the face of the woman played a smile 
OI perfect motherly content. 
After the completion of this image, 
the sculptor made the form of a lion, 
lifesize, displaying both the cunning 
and strength of the animal, as well as 
an heroic head of an Indian warrior . 
According to McCord’s own story 
to a Democrat reporter Tuesday af­ 
ternoon, he has been doing sculptor 
work since ten years of age, and now 
he is past 45.

Frank P. Divelbiss, of Richmond, Mo., 
who unearthed $8,000,000 in taxable 
wealth from the hiding place of tax- 
dodgers and who made every railroad 
car in Missouri “dry” territory in the 
interest of law enforcement, is at the 
Planters hotel, where he will remain 
for several days. 
He is in St. Louis 
on private 'business. 
In Western Missouri a movement is 
nowr developing, especially in the ru­ 
ral districts north 
of 
the 
Missouri 
river, to prevail upon Judge Divelbiss 
to make the race for the democratic 
nomination for governor next year. He 
said yesterday he had given these re­ 
quests only passing consideration. Ho 
was elected judge of the Seventh ju­ 
dicial 
circuit, 
composing 
the 
counties of Ray, Clay and Carroll, in 
1912, for an unexpired term ending 
December 31, 1916. 
Judge Divelbiss is a judicial reform­ 
er, as conservative as he is pictur­ 
esque. Up in the Third congressional 
district they swear by him. The met­ 
tle of his courage w*as tested, when 
he learned that a porter on a railroad 
car had been selling intoxicants "in a 
dining car. 
He told his grand jury 
not to go after the porter, but after 
the “higher ups.’’ 
When the sheriff 
did not act quickly enough in bringing 
the railroad officials into court, he 
fined him $50 for contempt. The up­ 
shot was that the railroad promised 
to be “good.” 
The jurist was equally uncompro­ 
mising at home .For Go years the tribe 
of tax dodgers had remained at large 
in his judicial circuit. He instructed 
grand juries to go after the tax dodg­ 
ers, and they did. 
To make a long 
story short this judge produced virtu­ 
ally $8,000,000 of buried treasure, to 
the state. 
He reformed not only railroads and 
tax dodgers, but h’e reformed certain 
court practices. 
No relative of his 
ever appears before his bench as a 
I aw ye r. 
Out in Ray county they had a habit, 
familiar to many another county, of 
continuing cases over until next term 
of court. He threw a bombshell into 
the camp of the lawyers, by giving 
only 20 days’ continuances. 
As a result, when he adjourned the 
Ray circuit* court on March I, 1915, 
every criminal case had been disposed 
of and for the first time in the history 
of the county there was not a single 
criminal case pending. 
Judge Divelbiss was born October 2, 
1870, in Ray county. He is one of nine 
brothers, all democratic voters. 
His 
father is John A. Divelbiss, a retired 
farmer, 
who celebrated 
his eighty- 
seventh birthday last Sunday. 
The judge was educated in the pub­ 
lic schools, Avalon academy in Raj 
county, and graduated from the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri in 1891, when he 
also captured the prize for oratory in 
the intercollegiate oratorical contest. 
He read law under the noted Col. C. 
IL Garner, who was one of the defend- 
rs of the late Frank James at Gal­ 
a tia Mo., and in 1892 was admitted 
o practice. 
He formed a partnership 
with Col. Garner, remaining with him 
until the Colonel’s death in 1896. 
In 1896 he was elected prosecuting 
attorney of Ray county, serving four 
e a r s .-In 1900 he returned to private 
practice, and 
two years 
later was 
leeted probate judge. In 1906 he suc- 
eeded himself as probate judge, but 
esigned two years later to return to 
private practice. 
» 
In 1912 he made the race for the 
circuit bench against Judge George W. 
Havelock.

“surrender 
clauses” were enforcible by injunction 
in federal courts. 
Such clauses give the leasing com­ 
pany the right to surrender the lease 
at any time upon tahe payment of $1, 
and were held by the seventh federal 
circuit court of appeals to be non-en- 
forcible by injunction because such a 
right was not. accorded the owner of 
the land. 
The lower court’s decision has bren 
cited repeatedly in recent baseball liti­ 
gation over players 
“jumping” con­ 
tracts. The court, in its dec ision, made 
no reference to the baseball contro­ 
versy, so the application of the decis­ 
ion to that phase was left to private 
speculation.

There are about two thousand consoli­ 
date* rural schools in the United 
states, and it is significant .to note 
that the states that have made the 
greatest progress in the building and 
maintenance of good roads have the 
largest schools. 
No community can 
afford not to have good roads and 
where a few enterprising citizens will 
take the lead the results can be real­ 
ized.

PRUNING GRAPE VINES EARLY 


Comparatively Easy Matter to Deter- 
mine About How Much of the Old 
Wood to Leave on Vine. 


(By J, G. MOORE, Wisconsin Experiment 
Station.) 
Grape vines that were not pruned 
last fall should receive attention if a 
profitable crop la desired. The earlier 
the vines are pruned in the spring the 
better, as the grape vine “bleeds” bad­ 
ly when pruned too near the time of 
production. 
As the grape produces its fruit at 
the first four or five joints on new 
growth arising from wood produced 
the year previous, it will be a com­ 
paratively easy matter, with the fore­ 
going fact in mind, to determine 
about how' much of the old wood to 
leave on the vine. Usually from thir­ 
ty to forty buds will be enough to 
provide for the season's growth. 
A 
greater' number of buds will likely 
result in more fruit clusters of an 
inferior quality. 
' 
If the fruiting wood shoves a ten­ 
dency to grov; farther away from the 
main trunk, a good, vigorous shoot 
arising from near the base of the vine 
or near the head should be left to re­ 
new the fruiting area the coming 
year. 
Too little pruning rather than too 
much Is the common fault in grape 
culture. While to the average person 
not exrerionced in such matters, the 
removal of so large a portion of the 
vine may seem wasteful and injurious, 
nevertheless, it is a necessity in suc­ 
cessful aralie flowing.

Important to Guard Against Mistakes 
in Setting Out Trees—Ideal Lo­ 
cation for Apples. 
-—- 10 
An inexperienced man is liable to 
make one or more blunders in setting 
out an orchard for the first time and 
as tho trees are to occupy the sam* 
land tor many years it is important to 
guard against mistakes, for they may 
be a serious handicap to success all 
the way through. 
The ideal location for most varie 
ties of apples is an elevated or sloping 
ground with at least a small mixture 
of sand in the formation to insure 
drainage and make cultivation easier. 
Or, if the land does not have natural 
drainage, it must be secured either b} 
tiling or open ditches. Good orchards 
are possible on low flat ground, but 
the frost damage is greater, vhile the 
quality of tho fruit is impaired; be 
fidos. It is noticeable that on low, Aal 
rich soil there is an abnormal growth 
of wood and the tree short livedt 
Moderate fertility is hest. 
For the standard sorts set the trees 
not closer than 30 feet apart each 
way. 
It is a common practice to eel 
them too close together which great­ 
ly impairs th« color of 
the 
fruit 
makes more trimming necessary and 
gives the tree a greater tendency to 
run up tall, thus increasing the labor 
of 
gathering 
fruit. 
Some 
planters 
set the trees 40 feet apart each way, 
using fillers between, such as Wag

To make orcharding profitable the 
grower must receive enough for his 
fruit to pay the cost of growing and 
delivering it to the buyer, be he a 
consumer or broker, with a sm^ll 
margin for profit.

Gooseberry bushes need thinning 
out to let in sun and air; by doing 
this the fruit will increase in size 
and quality, besides being partially 
protected from mildew.
